Committee  of  the  Hereford  County  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  twelfth  Annual  Report 

the  Health  and  Sanitary  administration  of  the  Administrative 

County. 

The  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  reflect  a 
return  tc  more  normal  conditions  ; but  two  or  three  of  them  were 
received  as  late  as  December,  1920. 

The  Reports  in  respect  of  Ross  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  have 
not  been  received.  I am,  however,  unable  to  delay  the  issue  of  this 
Report  longer  on  that  account. 

The  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  should  be 
received  by  the  County  Authority  not  later  than  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year.  Many  of  them  are  received  very  early,  and  the  in- 
( rmation  they  contain  is  in  time  to  be  of  use.  Reports  issued  late  lose 
their  value. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Administrative  County  was  17.4  per  1,000 
persons  living,  being  1.9  per  1,000  higher  than  last  year's  rate.  The 
1 rth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  was  18.5  per  1,000. 

The  crude  death-rate  of  the  County  was  15.2  per  1,000  living.  This 
f "are  is  1.4  per  1,000  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (i.e.,  13.8) 
and  1.7  per  1,000  lower  than  the  County  rate  of  1918. 

A more  accurate  estimate  of  the  birth  and  death  rates  will  be 
p viible  after  the  coming  Census.  'f 

The  Infant  mortality  rate  was  77  per  1,000  births,  against  87  for 
= 't  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1919  was  89. 

The  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  Tubercular  Disease  was  1.21  per 
I/O,  against  1.69  for  1918. 

The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  was  .94,  and  is  lower  than  that  of 
‘-A»t  7 ear,  which  was  1.43  per  1,000.  This  is  a welcome  reduction,  and 
:•  its  to  the  gradual  cessation  of  the  effects  of  War  services. 

The  death-rate  from  Cancer  (1.36  per  1,000)  is  slightly  lower 
' as  that  of  last  year.  Unfortunately,  so  far,  our  knowledge  of  this 
-J'ne  has  not  materially  increased.

The  mortality  from  infectious  disease  remained  low. 

Influenza  was  still  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  accounted  for  6.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year. 
Every  known  precaution  was  freely  adopted  to  control  the  epidemic, 
which  was  universally  prevalent  throughout  the  country. 

Measures  have  now  been  taken  by  the  Council  towards  providing 
Sanatorium  accommodation  for  all  classes  of  Tubercular  cases  at  Newport, 
Almeley,  within  the  County.  The  proposals  and  plans  have  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Ministry,  and  when  the  work  is  completed  the  Scheme 
will  provide  an  up-to-date  Sanatorium  Colony,  together  with  an  Open-Air 
Institution  for  children.  The  Colony,  which  extends  to  about  150  acres, 
will  be  gradually  developed. 

The  Treatment  Scheme  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  being  strengthened 
by  an  active  Propaganda  Campaign,  under  the  auspices  of  the  local 
Branch  of  the  National  Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Diseases.  It 
is  hoped  that  knowledge  as  to  the  gravity  of  this  disease,  when  left 
untreated,  may  thereby  be  more  widely  disseminated. 

The  year’s  work  on  behalf  of  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  has 
been  most  encouraging,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  infant  mortality 
has  considerably  fallen.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Voluntary  Workers 
of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  of  the  County,  and  an  increased  measure 
of  support  to  these  centres  from  the  County  Council  is  highly  advisable. 
The  combating  of  bad  influences  in  childhood  is  the  most  hopeful  part 
of  health  work. 

As  regards  Housing  progress,  some  little  advance  has  been  made, 
and  by  the  beginning  of  1920  some  cottages  were  nearing  completion. 
Progress  is  slow,  mainly  owing  to  difficulties  in  obtaining  material  and 

labour. 

I desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  support  during  the  year. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Staff  for  their  loyal  assistance.

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 


AREA. — This  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

POPULATION. — According  to  the  Census  of  1911  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Administrative  County  was  114,269,  made  up  of 
55,168  males  and  59,101  females.  The  following  table  shows

Owing  to  the  War,  the  usual  method  of  estimating  the  popu- 
lation has  had  to  be  abandoned. 

The  Registrar  General  has  issued  two  estimates  of  the 
populations  for  1919,  one  for  the  death-rate  and  one  for  the 
birth-rate.  The  “ death-rate  population  ” excludes  all  non- 
civilian males,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad. 

The  “ birth-rate  (and  marriage-rate)  population,”  on  the 
other  hand,  consists  of  the  “ death-rate  or  civilian  population,' 
plus  all  non-civilians  enlisted,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad. 

This  non -civilian  element  has  been  distributed  over  all  the 
Districts  in  the  Country  in  proportion  to  their  estimated  civilian- 
population.

ILLEGITIMATE  DEATH  RATE. 

There  were  127  deaths  among  legitimate - children  under  one 
year,  out  of  1757  legitimate  births — equal  to  a rate  of  72  per  1000. 

There  were  22  deaths  among  illegitimate  children  under  one 
year,  out  of  178  illegitimate  births— equal  to  a rate  of  124  per  1000. 
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The  rate  for  the  County  as  a whole  is  lower  by  io  per  1,000 
births  than  that  for  1918.  The  rate  for  the  Urban  Districts  is 
16  per  i,ooo  lower,  and  that  for  the  Rural  Districts  6 per  1,000 
lower  than  the  corresponding  rates  for  1918. 

In  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  the  rate  in  1919  was  89 
per  1,000  births. 

In  the  96  great  towns  it  was  93  per  1,000  births.  In  the 
148  smaller  towns  it  was  90  per  1,000  births.

Infectious  Diseases,  and  the  Table  below  gives  the  death  rates 
per  1,000  persons,  and  compares  them  with  those  of  England  and 
Wales.

There  was  no  mortality'  from  Small  Pox  or  Measles. 

The  death  rates  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever  and  Diph- 
theria are  practically  the  same  as  last  year ; that  from  Whooping 
Cough  and  Diarrhoea  lower,  but  from  Violence  higher. 

These  death  rates  are  all  lower  than  the  recorded  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1919. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  the  year  1919,  129  deaths  were  directly  attributable 
to  Tuberculosis.  Of  this  number  100  of  the  deaths  were  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis),  and  29  by  other  tubercular 
diseases. 

Compared  with  19x8,  therefore,  there  were  46  fewer  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  and  48  fewer  from  Tuberculosis  of 
the  Lungs  (Phthisis).

ADMINISTRATIVE  MEASURES  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  normal  staff  became  available  early  in  1919,  on  the  return 
of  Dr.  Morgan,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  from  War  Service. 

Notification.  • 

A smaller  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  were  notified  than  in 
i9j8  ; the  non-pulmonary  cases  were  also  fewer  than  last 
year. 
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A large  number  of  the  cases  are  notified  too  late  for  arrest 
or  cure,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the  proportion  of  sufferers  who  die 
within  a short  time  after  notification.  This  is  due  to  more  than 
one  cause,  and  probably  can  best  be  counteracted  by  the  better 
dissemination  of  a knowdedge  of  the  disease  and  the  examination 
of  the  contacts  of  known  cases. 

Treatment. 

(a)  Dispensaries. 

The  number  of  cases  which  received  attention  at  the  County 
Dispensaries  during  1919  is  given  in  the  annexed  Table,  and  it  can 
be  stated  that  the  County  Dispensaries  contributed  adequately 
towards  the  control  of  the  disease. 

During  the  year-  the  Dispensaries  dealt  with  3,572  separate 
attendances  of  patients,  involving  955  patients  ; 181  injections 
were  administered,  and  586  (236  insured  and  350  uninsured)  new 
cases  came  under  review.  Included  in  this  number  are  149  dis- 
charged soldiers. 

The  purpose  of  the  Dispensary  is  to  sift  cases,  and  these  figures 
show  that  this  is  being  done  on  a large  scale.  It  is,  of  course, 
obvious  that  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  attending  Dispensaries 
are  cases  under  observation  and  not  necessarily  at  the  moment 
actual  notified  cases.  • • 

It  has  been  found  that  the  dispensing  of  simple  drugs  for 
Uninsured  cases  was  highly  desirable,  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  local  chemists  accordingly.  The  figures  for  a 
completed  year,  May,  1919 — -April,  1920,  show  that  the  total 
cost  was  £83  8s.  8d.  The  number  of  prescriptions  issued 
was  636,  divided  as  follows  : — Cod  liver  oil  emulsion,  288  ; malt 
and  oil,  65  ; ordinary  prescriptions,  283.  The  number  of  patients 
prescribed  for  was  244. 

(b)  Institutional. 

Early  in  1916  the  Council  took  12  beds  (8  male  and  4 female) 
at  Knightwick  Sanatorium,  and  2 further  female  beds  wrere 
obtained  later  in  the  year.  These  beds  are  held  on  an  agreement 
between  the  two  Authorities. 

In  January,  1917,  a further  10  beds  (5  male  and  5 female) 
were  taken  for  a year  at  -Cranham  Lodge  Sanatorium. 

Up  to  that  date  the  County,  therefore,  had  the  use  of  24  beds, 
12  of  which  wrere  at  the  disposal  of  Insured  cases,  in  accordance 
with  an  agreement  sealed  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
Insurance  Committee. 
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By  agreement  with  the  Knightwick  Sanatorium  Authority,  a 
further  io  beds  became  available  in  January',  1919,  3 of  which 
(2  male  and  x female)  were  obtained  towards'  the  end  of  1918. 

These  10  beds  were  to  take  the  place  of  the  10  beds  occupied 
at  Cranham  Lodge  Sanatorium  until  the  end  of  1918.  The  County 
Council,  however,  decided  to  keep  on  the  beds  at  Cranham 
Lodge  for  the  year  1919. 

In  March,  1919,  a further  5 male  beds  were  obtained  at  Cran- 
ham, and  these  have  been  (along  with  the  original  10)  taken  until 
the  end  of  1920. 

On  January  1st,  1920,  therefore,  the  following  beds  were 
at  the  service  of  the  County' 

Knightwick  Sanatorium  ...  24  (15  males,  9 females). 

Cranham  Lodge  „ ...  15  (10  „ 5 „ ). 

The  County  Council  have  been  informed  that  2 of  the  beds 
occupied  at  Knightwick  will  no  longer  be  available  after  April  xst 
1920.  These  were  relinquished  in  May,  1920. 

At  the  end  of  X919  4 beds  had  been  obtained  at  the  Oakbank 
Open  Air  School,  Sevenoaks,  for  children,  and  6 others  are  being 
negotiated  for.

Those  not  sent  to  an  Institution  received  domiciliary  treat- 
ment. 

Of  the  88  males,  79  were  discharged  tuberculous  soldiers. 

Of  the  above  dependent  cases,  4 children  w'ere  sent  to  Oakbank 
Institution,  and  9 to  Knightwick  Sanatorium. 
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Shelters. 

Fifty-six  Shelters  have  been  in  almost  constant  use  during 
the  whole  year,  and  the  benefits  accruing  to  patients  who  have 
previously  received  treatment  in  Sanatoria  is,  generally,  vey 
marked. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

During  1919  no  grant  for  extra  nourishment  was  made  by 
the  Insurance  Committee  to  Insured  patients. 

A fund  kindly  raised  by  private  effort  has  been  the  means 
of  supplying  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  to  the 
extent  of  about  £60. 

Nursing  Arrangements. 

These  are  the  same  as  described  in  previous  Reports,  and 
form  part  of  the  approved  Nursing  Scheme  for  the  County.  In 
addition  to  attendance  at  the  Dispensaries,  domiciliary  visitation 
is  made  to  notified  rural  cases  as  soon  after  notification  as  possible. 
Special  visits  and  much  attention  have  been  devoted  to  Tuberculous 
soldiers. 

The  details  of  visits  to  tuberculous  cases  are  given  on  page  32. 

OTHER  RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

These  diseases  include  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other

MEASLES. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  A system  of  notification 
by  School  Teachers  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  has  been  in  force  for  several  years, 
and  through  this  channel  cases  were  notified. 

By  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Measles  shall  no  longer 
be  notifiable  after  December  31st,  1919.  Any  Sanitary  Authority 
may  still  have  the  disease  made  notifiable,  under  special  circum- 
stances, with  the  consent  of  the  Ministry. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Of  this  disease,  26  cases  were  notified — 14  from  the  Urban 
and  12  from  the  Rural  Districts.  The  attack  rate  for  the  County 
was  0.24,  against  0.36  for  the  Administrative  Counties  (England 
and  Wales). 

Three  deaths  occurred— one  in  the  Urban  and  two  in  the 
Rural  Districts. 

DIARRHCEAL  DISEASES. 

Nineteen  deaths  occurred,  six  of  which  were  in  persons  under 
two  years  of  age,  and  nine  over  the  age  of  45. 

INFLUENZA. 

The  disease  was  universally  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1919,  when  the  epidemic  of  1918-19  gradually  subsided. 

There  were  113  deaths,  amounting  approximately  to  7 per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year.  Special  enquiry  was  made 
of  all  general  practitioners  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Local 
Government  Board — the  results  being  embodied  in  a Special 
Report. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

By  the  Approved  Scheme,  one  Treatment  Centre  is  provided 
at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital  for  the  whole  County,  and  is 
under  the  care  of  a physician  and  a surgeon  who  have  specialised 
in  these  diseases.  Arrangements  are  made  with  Birmingham 
University  Pathological  Department  for  the  Wassermann  tests, 
etc.,  and  with  the  County  Laboratory  for  part  of  the  microscopical 
work. 

In  August,  1918,  the  whole  of  the  Isolation  Building  of  the 
General  Hospital  was  taken  over  for  the  purposes  of  the  Clinic, 
the  original  accommodation  having  been  found  inadequate.  The 
arrangements  are  now  most  suitable  and  convenient.  The  pub- 
licity methods,  by  which  the  Clinic-is  made  known,  have  received 
further  attention. 

The  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly,  viz.,  Wednesdays  at  12  noon, 
and  on  Saturday  evenings  at  6 p.m.  It  is  also  available  daily  for 
Gonorrhoea  cases.  There  are  also  a few  beds  for  both  sexes 
attached  to  the  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  entire  County,  and  is  also  open 
to  patients  from  the  County  of  Radnor. 

Two  practitioners  -were  approved  during  the  year  to  ad- 
minister Salvarsan  and  its  substitutes  and  eight  doses  of  Galyl 
have  been  supplied  from  the  County  Health  Office. 

A grant  ^£114)  has  now  been  made  towards  Propaganda  work 
to  be  carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Council  for 
Combating  Venereal  Diseases — of  which  a local  County  Branch 
has  been  formed. 

The  Table  on  the  following  page  gives  an  account  of  the  work 
carried  out  at  the  County  Clinic  during  the  year. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 


There  have  been  no  developments  in  Isolation  Hospital  accom- 
modation during  the  year.  It  may,  however,  be  again  stated 
broadly  that  the  accommodation  in  the  County  is  anything  but 
satisfactory,  except  in  the  City  of  Hereford. 

During  the  year  the  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  was  moderate, 
and  the  Hospital  accommodation  was  not  overtaxed.  This,  how- 
ever, must  be  regarded  as  exceptional. 

HOUSING. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  etc. 

The  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  have  made  some  progress 
during  the  year,  first  in  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  in  discovering  the  needs  of  their  areas,  and  later  in  finding 
building  sites  and  beginning  building.  In  every  District  Schemes 
have  now  been  submitted  and  approved,  and,  as  the  following  Table 
shows,  tow’ard  the  end  of  1920  building  is  fairly  advanced  in  a 
few  of  the  areas.  The  Bredwardine  Rural  District  Council  con- 
sider that  no  houses  are  called  for  in  their  area,  and  the  ilinistry, 
after  a short  survey  of  the  district,  generally  agree.  At  the  time 
I dissented  from  this  view,  and  I see  no  reason  for  altering  my 
opinion.  In  any  event,  there  is  much  to  be  done  under  the 
Housing  Acts  in  this  district,  as  evidenced  by  constant  observations 
in  relation  to  Tubercular  and  other  cases  which  have  come  to 
the  notice  of  the  County  Staff. 

With  regard  to  the  Kington  Rural  District,  there  has  existed 
some  difference  of  view’  as  to  the  actual  needs  of  the  area.  Various 
conferences  have  been  held,  and  finally  at  an  enquiry  held  before 
an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry,  the  question  of  the  need  for  houses 
in  Eardisley  and  Lyonshall  was  disposed  of,  and  left  the  needs 
of  the  village  of  Pembridge  the  only  matter  for  decision.  There 
are  at  least  a dozen  (if  not  more)  houses  in  this  village  quite  unfit 
for  habitation  and  beyond  the  limit  of  repair,  but  the  special-class 
of  inhabitant  in  this  village  undoubtedly  renders  the  position  of  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authority  somejvhat  difficult — in  so  far  as  obtain- 
ing an  economic  rent  is  possible. 

The  extent  of  the  Schemes  of  the  various  Districts  has  been 
detailed  in  another  part  of  this  Report,  and  a Summary,  kindly 
supplied  by  the  Regional  Commissioner,  is  also  given  below, 
showing  the  stage  to  which  the  various  schemes  have  advanced 
at  the  end  of  1920.  Stage  8 refers  to  completed  houses.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  Districts  are  mainly  from 
shallow  wells,  and  these  yield  a water  of  rather  a low  standard. 

Ample  facilities  exist  for  the  examination  of  samples  at  the 
County  Laboratory  and  during  the  year  83  samples  have  been 
examined,  46  of  which  were  passed  as  fit  for  drinking  purposes, 
and  38  condemned.  There  are  a few  good  piped  supplies  in  certain 
districts,  and  such  should  be  developed  as  far  as  possible.  Pro- 
posals to  this  end  are  before  several  of  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities. 


SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

No  new  work  of  any  importance  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  Asylum  sewage,  which  is  now 
being  connected  up  with  the  City  sewers. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

I have  no  part  in  the  administration  of  this  Act.  This  is 
undertaken  by  the  Standing  Joint  Committee  of  the  County,  so 
far  as  the  County  area  is  concerned.  The  City  of  Hereford  is  a 
separate  local  executive  Authority,  and  its  Health  Committee 
controls  the  duties  performed  under  the  Acts. 

In  accordance  with  the  Local  Government  Board  Order,  6th 
August,  1912,  the  County  Public  Health  Committee  recommended 
in  1913  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  supervise 
generally  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  that 
some  co-operation  should  be  brought  about  between  the  two  Com- 
mittees.

Health  Visiting. 

The  present  Scheme,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  was  initiated  in  November,  1917. 

During  1918  the  Scheme  was  much  handicapped  by  the 
scarcity  of  Health  Visitors,  but  on  the  whole,  good  work  was  done 
and  much  experience  gained. 

During  1919  the  work  became  more  firmly  established,  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Visitors  more  stable. 

The  present  whole-time  staff  consists  of  six  Health  Visitors, 
the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent  working  in  six 
Health  areas.  Within  these  areas  the  part-time  service  of  21 
local  District  Nurses  is  also  available,  mostly  for  school  and  noti- 
fication of  birth  duties. 

The  six  County  areas  are  therefore  fully  established. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent and  one  Health  Visitor  are  stationed  in  the  Hereford  area, 
it  is  felt  that  this  is  the  district  most  difficult  to  cover,  including 
as  it  does,  the  Hereford  and  Weobley  Rural  Districts,  and  also 
the  large  and  thinly  populated  Dore  Rural  District. 

In  the  several  areas  the  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  the  21 
local  District  Nurses,  visited  the  notified  births,  attended  the  local 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  visited  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
including  discharged  soldiers,  and  attended  the  local  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries. 

The  Schools  were  also  visited,  with  a view  to  cleanliness,  and 
the  “ following  up  ” of  such  cases,  and  also  of  cases  of  physical 
defects,  was  extensively  carried  out  in  the  homes.

Milk  ( Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918. — The  Order  has 
been  in  force  only  during  part  of  the  year,  and  is  operative  within 
the  County  area  as  a whole.  Even.-  case  is  carefully  scrutinised 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  all  information  as  to  wages,  number 
in  family,  etc.,  is  transmitted  to  the  County7  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  special  forms.  Most  of  the  applications  come  through, 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  medical  practitioners,  local  nurses  and 
Health  Visitors.  During  the  period  in  question  78  cases  were 
dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £74  3s.  8d. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  established  in  Leomin- 
ster, Ross,  Ledbury,  Kington  and  Weobley.  In  the  case  of  the 
last  mentioned,  it  has  been  found  convenient  to  hold  the  meetings 
alternately  in  Weobley,  Dilwyn  and  King’s  Pyon,  and  this  has 
resulted  in  good  attendances  and  has  avoided  the  long  distances 
for  the  parents.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  only  Urban  area 
without  a Centre  was  Bromyard.  One,  however,  has  just  been 
established  for  this  area. 
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The  County  Council  gives  to  each  Voluntary  Centre  a grant 
of  {5  yearly,  and  allows  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  give  advice 
at  the  Centres  so  far  as  he  has  time  to  do  so. 

Much  good  work  is  being  carried  out  at  these  Centres,  and 
it  is  hoped  the  scope  of  the  work  will  increase,  more  especially 
in  connection  with  Ante  Natal  work. 

The  Ross  Voluntary  Centre  is  now  well  accommodated  in 
new  premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  embraces  Maternity 
Beds  for  necessitous  cases.  This  Centre  receives  a special  grant 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

At  several  of  the  Centres  useful  exhibitions  were  held  during 
the  year.

Maternity  Homes. 

(1)  St.  Francesca’s  Home,  Hereford,  for  unmarried  mothers, 
started  in  July,  1918,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Diocesan  Associa- 
tion for  Rescue  and  Preventive  work,  has  maintained  its  usefulness 
during  the  year.  It  receives  grants  from  the  County  Council, 
Town  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health.  It  is  also  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions.  The  regulations  of  the  Home  require 
the  mothers  to  remain  with  their  babies  from  4 to  6 months. 
Suitable  foster  mothers  are  found  for  the  children  if  possible 
within  the  County,  so  that  they  may  subsequently  be  kept  under 
the  observation  of  the  County  Health  Visitors. 
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During  the  year  33  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted,  and 
32  children  were  born  in  the  Home.  Two  children  were  admitted 
after  birth.  The  average  period  of  residence  (mother  and  child; 
was  sis  months,  and  without  mothers  9-15  months.  Four  mothers 
became  married.  During  the  year  eight  babies  were  placed  with 
foster  mothers  and  13  girls  went  with  their  babies  to  their  own 
homes. 

(2)  Ross  Maternity  Home  is  part  of  the  Voluntary  Infant 
Welfare  Centre.  It  was  not  sufficiently  completed  to  admit  cases 
during  1919,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  it  has  had  about  a dozen 
cases.  Local  practitioners  attend  their  own  patients,  w'ho  are 
admitted  on  a fixed  scale  of  charges.  The  local  Nurse  resides  in 
the  Home,  and  acts  as  Midwife  Superintendent. 

The  question,  of  maternity  beds  in  the  City'  of  Hereford  for 
necessitous  married  mothers  is  under  consideration,  in  co-operation 
wdth  the  Hereford  Town  Council.  The  house  in  view  for  this 
purpose  is  not  at  present  obtainable. 

Nurse  Mid  wives. 

During  1919  a Scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry, 
wdth  a view  to  covering  the  unsupplied  parishes  of  the'  County 
wdth  trained  Xurse  Midwives,  w'hereby  (1)  a larger  number  of 
suitable  women  may  be  trained,  and  (2)  new  and  existing  District 
Nursing  Associations  are  to  be  subsidised.

COUNTY  LABORATORY. 

Complete  outfits  are  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,’ 
under  whose  personal  supervision  the  work  of,  the  Laboratory  is 
conducted.  Positive  results  are  transmitted  by  telephone  or  tele- 
gram in  order  to  avoid  delay.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
examination  of  " ordinary  ” specimens  arising  out  of  the  routine 
work  of  any  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County. 

Specimens,  however,  sent  by  the  general  public  are  subject 
to  a modified  fee.

Supply  and  Training  of  Midwives. 

The  work  under  the  Midwives’  Act,  Infant  Welfare  and  Nursing 
is  controlled  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

The  number  of  practising  Midwives  has  decreased  of  late 
years.  The  total  number  of  practising  Midwives  in  the  County 
is  one  less  than  last  year  ; the  number  of  bona-fide  Midwives  has 
decreased  by  eight.  The  deficit  has  been  made  good  by  trained 
Midwives.  The  question  of  maintaining  and  increasing  the  number 
of  Midwives  has  been  frequently  under  discussion  in  relation 
to  the  general  problem  of  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. 

In  July,  1919,  the  County  Council  passed  the  following  Scheme 
for  extending  the  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services  in  the  County', 
and  it  was  subsequently  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Epitomised  it  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Grant  of  £50  to  County-  Nursing  Association  for  each 

Nurse  trained — ten  at  least  to  be  trained  per  annum 
in  addition  to  those  being  trained  at  present. 

(2)  Grant  of  £20  per  annum  to  the  County'  Nursing  Association 

for  each  district  for  which  Nurses  are  or  will  be  provided 
— the  amount  to  be  added  to  the  salaries  of  such  Nurses. 

(3)  Grant  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  of  £25  for  a 

period  of  three  years  for  each  new  district  to  be  formed 
and  for  which  a Nurse  will  be  provided,  together  with 
an  initial  grant  of  £10  towards  equipment. 

The  expenditure  under  (1)  was  dependent  on  suitable  candi- 
dates being  forthcoming.  The  desired  ten  candidates  per  annum 
were  not  obtained  during  the  year  1919.  New  Associations  at 
the  end  of  three  years  obtain  the  grant  under  (2). 

Puerperal  Infection. 

Of  the  four  septic  cases  which  were  reported  to  the  Inspector 
during  the  year,  two  deaths  occurred.  Strict  precautions  were 
taken  in  each  case,  and  the  Midwives  withdrawn  from  practice. 
There  was  no  fault  to  be  found  with  the  Midwife  in  any.  of  the  cases. 

Grants. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  have  again  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  a grant  of  £120  for  the  year  1919.  Part  of  this 
has  been  assigned  in  respect  of  cases  of  Midwifery  attended  by 
Nurse  Midwives  of  the  affiliated  Associations ; the  remainder  has 
been  utilised  for  training  Midwives.

BROMYARD. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  : 

Herbert  Jones,  L.R.C.S.I.,  D.P.H. 

House  Accommodation. 

No  working-class  houses  were  erected  or  in  course  of  erection  during 
the  year. 

There  is  no  crowding  on  area,  but  there  is  overcrowding  in  43  houses. 

There  is  a shortage  of  about  60  houses,  and  a Scheme  has  been  adopted 
for  the  erection  of  12  houses  within  one  year. 

There  is  an  absence  of  damp  courses,  and  the  existence  of  defective 
eaves  gutters  and  porous  walls  renders  houses  damp,  etc. 

The  old  houses  require  constant  repair — about  70  in  number. 

The  representation  of  an  unhealthy  area  is  contemplated. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Plans  for  a complete  system  of  sewerage  for  the  town  have  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  years  ago. 

Much  of  the  sewage  discharges  into  the  river  direct  or  through  the 
medium  of  an  open  ditch. 

It  is  considered  advisable  that  the  privy  closets  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  should  be  replaced  by  water  closets. 

No  new  work  appears  to  have  been  undertaken  during  1919. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  of  streets  and  the  removal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council. 

Water  Supply. 

The  town’s  supply  is  from  protected  springs  at  Buckenhill,  which 
gravitates  to  a pumping  station. 

The  water  is  raised  by  means  of  a water  wheel,  oil  engine,  and  wind 
motor. 

The  Council  is  considering  the  question  of  acquiring  the  existing  supply 
ot  a supply  from  another  source. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Cowsheds. — There  are  no  cowsheds  on  the  register.  It  is  considered  that ' 
regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  should  be 
made. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  three  in  the  town,  and  are  well  built,  fairly 
clean,  and  satisfactory. 

The  Bakehouses  are  in  a better  condition  than  formerly,  although  there 
is  still  room  for  improvement. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — By-laws  for  the  control  of  such  are  in  force. 
There  are  two  registered  lodging-houses  in  the  town,  neither  of  which 
was  specially  built  for  the  purpose. 

Schools. 

These  are  reported  satisfactory.

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Infections  Disease. 

There  is  a joint  hospital  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  with  accom- 
modation for  four  patients.  There  have  been  few  cases  during  the  year. 
Investigation  and  disinfection  carried  out.  No  steam  disinfector  available. 


HEREFORD  CITY.

Housing. 

Extensive  inspection  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year,  elaborate 
details  of  which  are  set  forth  in  the  Report. 

It  is  reckoned  that  600  new  houses  are  required,  and  a Corporation 
Scheme  for  the  erection  of  232  houses  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry, 
of  which  64  are  in  course  of  erection.  There  are  also  16  houses  approved 
for  the  St.  Nicholas  Co-operative  Housing  Ltd.,  and  one  for  a private  owner. 

There  is  a very  considerable  amount  of  overcrowding,  which  cannot 
be  remedied  until  houses  are  provided.  The  general  defects  found  in  unfit 
houses  are  dampness,  general  dilapidation,  insufficient  ventilation  and 
absence  of  proper  domestic  conveniences. 

A Town  Planning  Scheme  is  under  consideration. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  system  of  primary  contact  beds  and  secondary  land  treatment 
has  undergone  no  change  during  the  year.  The  laying  of  the  sewer  from 
Westfields  to  the  Mental  Hospital  is  now  being  carried  out. 

Scavenging. 

Suitable  covered  receptacles  for  house  refuse  are  to  be  required  in  future. 
Scavenging  is  done  bi-weekly  in  the  City  and  once  weekly  in  the  out- 
lying districts. 

During  the  year  3,360  tons  of  the  town’s  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the 
destructor  ; the  remainder  was  disposed  of  on  tips. 

Water  Supply. 

No  new  work  during  the  year. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  were  very  satisfactory 
The  water  is  a soft  one  and  very  suitable  for  domestic  and  trade  purposes. 

Chemical  analyses  were  made  of  samples  from  4 wells  during  the  year 
of  which  2 were  found  contaminated. 

There  are  still  73  wells  in  use,  supplying  109  houses. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — During  the  year  13  applications  for  registration 
were  granted. 

Frequent  visits  were  made  to  milkshops,  cowsheds  and  dairies  during 
the  year.  Attention  was  drawn  twice  during  the  year  to  the  regulations 
regarding  lime-washing. 

Pigstyes. — Attention  has  been  devoted  to  these  during  the  year. 
Nuisances  arise  from  time  to  time,  but  fewer  are  being  kept  of  late  years. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — There  was  one  registered  common  lodging* 
house  in  the  City  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  has  accommodation  for  16  persons  (males)  and  is  satisfactorily  kept. 
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Workshops  and  Workplaces. — The  workshops  and  workplaces  have  be-'n 
visited  during  the  year. 

Thirty-five  notices  were  served  requiring  contraventions  of  the  Act  to 
be  remedied. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  no  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  City. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  only  a relatively  small  amount  of  disease  wa3 
found  amongst  the  animals  slaughtered. 

Several  lots  of  unsound  food  have  been  seized  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. — Frequent  visits  to  these  premises  have  been  made 
which  are  in  the  main  satisfactory. 

Other  Premises  under  Supervision. — Fried-chip  shops,  marine  stores,  and 
ice-cream  shops  have  all  come  under  observation  and  inspection. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

In  all  67  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Six  samples  were  found 
adulterated. 

Infectious  Disease. 

All  cases  are  carefully  investigated,  and  a large  percentage  treated 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  a steam  dis- 
infector'. All  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  County  and  City 
Laboratory. 

Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centre. 

A new  Centre  has  been  opened  at  135  St.  Owen  Street,  at  which  good 
work  is  being  done.  The  Centre  is  also  available  for  Dental  and  School 
Clinics.  ,

Physical  Features. 

Though  urban  in  a sense  it  is  largely  rural  in  character. 

The  area  depends  on  agriculture  as  practically  the  only  industry. 

Housing. 

There  are  451  inhabited  houses — 33  of  these  are  unfit  for  habitation 
by  reason  of  their  privy  pits.  These  and  other  83  should  be  converted  at 
once.  Closure  of  23  houses  should  be  carried  out  when  other  houses  are 
provided.  There  is  no  real  overcrowding. 

Fifteen  houses  were  inspected  under  Sec.  17  of  Housing  Act,  1909. 
No  closing  order  has  been  made. 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  three  sources.  (1)  General  supply  by  a private  Company. 
(2)  The  public  supply  from  a pump  at  the  Cross.  (3)  The  other  sources 
are  shallow  private  wells,  and  there  are  still  too  many  of  them. 

Negotiations  have  been  re-opened  for  the  purchase  of  the  private  Water 
Company  by  the  Corporation. 

There  is  no  serious  pollution  of  streams. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  general  system  is  working  satisfactorily,  and  the  land  treatment 
efficient.  Extension  of  the  sewers  is  required  in  one  particular  street. 
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Scavenging  is  carried  out  twice  weekly.  There  is  some  laxity  in  obeying 
notices  for  cleaning  privy  pits,  etc.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  strongly 
protests  that  in  respect  of  several  bad  nuisances  of  this  kind,  the  notices 
have  not  been  enforced. 

Slaughter-houses  have  been  inspected  frequently  and  found  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  shops. — The  supplies  come  almost  wholly 
from  outside  the  district.  It  is  good  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Bakehouses. — The  four  bakehouses  are  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  with 
the  exception  of  one  where  the  environment  is  unsatisfactory. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — No  defects,  other  than  minor  ones,  have 
been  found  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. — None. 

Schools, 

Two  Elementary  and  one  Secondary. 

Their  condition  is  satisfactory.  All  have  good  water  supply  and  water 
carriage  system  of  sewage. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  Joint  Hospital  received  no  case  from  the  Urban  area  during  the 
year. 


LEDBURY.

Physical  Features. 

The  town  supplies  a district  purely  rural,  and  there  are  no  factories. 

Housing. 

A survey  of  the  District  reveals  a shortage  of  91  houses. 

It  varies  from  good  to  bad  ; but  a decided  improvement  has  occurred 
since  the  Housing  Act  came  into  force. 

The  Council  have  secured  a good  site  of  14  acres,  which  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  building  should  begin  at  an  early  date. 

Water  Supply. 

From  a well  in  the  limestone,  two  miles  from  Ledbury. 

It  has  proved  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Broad  irrigation  system. 

The  septic  tanks  at  Sewage  Farm  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 
Closet  accommodation  is  generally  satisfactory. 

Six  privies  converted  to  water  closets. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Slaughter-houses. — Three  registered  in  the  town,  one  of  which  is  un- 
satisfactory. 

It  is  considered  that  a public  slaughter-house  for  the  town  is  highly 
desirable. 
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Bakehouses. — These  are  kept  clean  and  their  general  sanitary  condition 
is  good.  Of  the  14  bakehouses,  none  are  underground. 

Dairies  and  Milkshops. — No  complaint  as  to  the  character  of  the  milt 
has  been  noted.  Veterinary  inspection  of  cows  is  strongly  recommended. 

The  three  Lodging-houses  in  the  town  are  not  very  satisfactorily  kept. 
There  is  some  overcrowding. 

Workshops. — The  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  order,  and  all  are 
satisfactorily  kept. 

All  employ  not  more  than  12  hands,  and  only  one  sex  is  employed  in 
any  one  workshop. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  good, 
infectious  Disease. 

There  has  been  very  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

There  is  no.  Infectious  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  district. 

jGatemity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  is  a Voluntary  Centre  subsidised  by  the  County  Council,  which 
is  doing  excellent  work.

The  general  standard  is  fair.  There  are  no  unhealthy  areas.- 
Defects  in  structure  are  common.

The  source  is  a deep  well  in  the  meadow  between  the  Rivers  Lugg  and 

The  supply  is  reported  as  satisfactory. 

The  out-parish  is  supplied  cv  shallow  wells. 

S*3.v-enige  and  Drainage. 

The  sewage  falls  into  the  River  Arrow.  The  river  is  inspected  from 
lo  time.  The  area  at  the  outfall  is  subject  to  periodical  flooding,  and 
it  . considered  that  any  Disposal  Scheme  would  be  very  expensive. 

The  few  houses  unconnected  with  the  sewers  have  earth  closets  or  cess-

in  the  Out-parish  closets,  css. spools  and  privies  exist. 

.Scavenging  is  done  daily.  No  bye-laws.

The  Slaughter-houses  have  reaedved  constant  attention,  and  their  con- 
dim  .-v:  is  satisfactory. 
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Cowsheds. — The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  are  in  force. 
The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  found  mainly  to  be 
in  good  order. 

Some  food  stuffs  were  seized  ~ id  condemned  during  the  year. 
Lodging-houses.  None. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — Some  slight  defects  found  during  the  year 
were  promptly  remedied. 

Bakehouses. — These  are  regularly  inspected  and  are  in  good  condition. 
Offensive  Trades. — There  are  none. 

Hop-Picking. — As  mostly  home  labour  is  utilised,  no  bye-laws  are  con- 
sidered necessary.'

Housing. 

It  is  considered  that  the  accommodation  is  adequate,  and  in  the  main 
satisfactory.  A survey  disclosed  five  unsatisfactory  dwellings.  One  has 
been  closed  and  is  void. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  is  no  combined  system  of  drainage  in  the  district.  No  nuisances 
have  arisen. 

Generally  speaking  privy  pits  prevail. 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  several  combined  supplies.  The  chief  sources  are  wells  and 
springs,  and  are  satisfactory. 
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Supervised  Premises. 

Workshops. — No  reference. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — No  reference. 

Slaughter-houses. — No  reference. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — There  are  none. 

Schools. 

The  five  elementary  schools  in  the  district  are  in  a good  sanitary  con- 
dition and  have  adequate  water  supplies. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  were  three  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.  Full  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  County  Laboratory  for  the  examination  of  bacterio- 
logical specimens. 


BROMYARD.

Housing. 

No  working-class  houses  were  erected  during  191 9.  There  is  a scheme 
for  the  erection  of  26  houses  within  two  years. 

There  is  no  crowding  on  area,  but  definite  overcrowding  in  24  houses, 
chiefly  due  to  lack  of  cottages. 

Dampness  and  structural  defects  are  the  general  causes  of  unfitness. 
There  are  no  building  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 

Repairs  under  the  Housing  Acts  have  been  difficult,  due  to  want  of 
labour  and  materials. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

No  general  system  of  drainage  exists  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

Most  of  the  cottages  have  privy  closets,  but  there  are  an  increasing 
number  of  pail  and  earth  closets  in  use. 

Drains  from  cottages  commonly  discharge  into  roadside  ditches.  In 
many  instances  the  drains  are  inefficiently  trapped. 

Water  Supply. 

Many  cottages  rely  upon  springs  or  dip  wells,  at  some  considerable 
distance  away,  for  their  supply  of  water. 

There  is  an  absence  of  pumps  in  many  parts. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Except  in  a few  instances,  actual  structural 
alterations  are  not  required.  The  main  defects,  it  is  pointed  out,  exist  in 
the  foldyard,  want  of  rain  gutters,  and  in  the  over  accumulation  of  manure 
close  to  the  buildings  ; also  in  the  want  of  cleanliness  in  cows  and  in  milking 
It  is  considered  advisable  that  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  should  be  adopted. 

Slaughter-houses. — The  .slaughter-houses  are  fairly  satisfactory  and 
fairly  weLl  constructed.  It  is  recommended  that  bye-laws  should  be  adopted 
for  their  better  control. 

Blacksmiths'  Sho-ps. — Much  better  kept  than  formerly. 
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Bakehouses. — The  public  bakehouses  are  fairly  well  kept  and  good 

structurally. 

Common  Lodging-houses  and  Offensive  Trades. — There  are  none  in  the 
district. 

Hop-pickers’  Quarters. — Bye-laws  for  the  control  of  such  are  not  in 
force.  It  is  considered  desirable  that  such  should  be  adopted. 

Schools. 

Special  notice  is  taken  of  objectionable  privy  closets  at  several  schools. 
The  use  of  earth  is  strongly  urged. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Small  in  amount  during  the  year.  No  case  was  treated  at  the  Joint 
Hospital. 

Permissive  Powers. 

The  Acts  adopted  and  bye-laws  made  are  detailed. 

A Report  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  given. 

DORE. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  :

Housing. 

A Scheme  has  been  adopted  for  erection  of  36  houses  within  two  years. 
No  new  cottages  were  erected  during  1919. 

Overcrowding  is  reported  in  20  houses,  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  cottages. 
Constant  repairs  are  necessary  to  keep  existing  cottages  habitable.  Damp- 
ness, structural  defects  and  inadequate  water  supply  make  up  the  prevailing 
defects. 

There  are  no  building  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  is  combined  drainage  for  colonies  of  houses  in  several  places. 
Otherwise  slop  water  drains  usually  discharge  into  ditches. 

The  conversion  of  the  old  privy  closets  into  earth  closets  is  kept  in  view. 
No  scavenging  is  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  combined  supplies  in  several  parishes,  but  the  chief  sources 
are  wells  and  springs. 

There  are  very  inadequate  supplies  to  houses  on  Garway  Hill  and  to 
other  houses  in  Orcop  parish. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  six  on  the  register  and  they  are  kept 
in  better  condition  than  formerly  ; they  need  constant  supervision. 

Regulations  for  such  are  in  force. 

The  Slaughter-houses  are  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  and  well  kept. 

It  is  recommended  that  Urban  powers  be  applied  for  to  enable  such 
premises  to  be  registered  and  controlled  by  bye-laws. 

The  Bakehouses  are  fairly  satisfactory,  though  they  require  constant 
inspection.  Printed  instructions  are  supplied. 
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Common  Lodging-houses  and  Offensive  Trades. — There  are  none  in  the 
district. 

Hop-pickers’  Quarters. — Small  in  amount.  Local  Labour.  No  bye-la  wi 
in  force. 

Schools. 

Water  supplies  satisfactory.  In  two  Schools  the  privies  are  of  a very 
undesirable  type. 

Infectious  Disease. 

This  was  not  unusual  in  amount.  One  imported  mild  case  of  Small- 
pox occurred. 

There  is  no  Infectious  Hospital  suitable  for  the  district,  but  occasional 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  admitted  to  the  Hereford  Rural  District  Infectious 
Hospital. 

The  Acts  and  bye-laws  which  have  been  adopted  are  detailed,  also  an 
account  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


HEREFORD. 

Medical  Off  icer  of  Health

Housing. 

A scheme  has  been  adopted  for  the  erection  of  200  houses  before  July 
1922. 

There  is  no  crowding  of  houses  on  area,  but  the  number  of  houses  where 
there  is  overcrowding  is  put  at  55.  In  October,  1919,  there  were  819  houses 
needing  repairs. 

The  prevailing  defects  are  dampness,  lack  of  good  eaves  gutters,  the 
absence  of  damp  courses,  general  bad  structure,  defective  drains  and  privies, 
and  inadequate  water  supplies.  Of  47  houses  reported  as  defective,  defects 
have  been  remedied  in  eight  instances.  Labour  and  materials  are  scarce. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

In  only  one  or  two  parts  of  the  district  are  there  combined  drainage 
systems. 

House  slop  drains  and  liquid  from  foldyards  commonly  discharge  into 
roadside  ditches. 

Privy  closets  are  the  rule,  but  in  a few  instances  there  are  pail  and  earth 
closets. 

The  Asylum  Authority  has  decided  to  connect  up  the  Asylum  drainage 
with  the  Corporation  sewers,  and  the  work  is  now  being  carried  out. 

In  the  parish  of  Westhide  it  is  desirable  that  some  new  sewerage  should 
be  carried  out.  At  present  considerable  pollution  of  well  water  occurs. 

Water  Supply. 

At  two  or  three  places  in  the  district  there  is  a supply  conveyed  to  groups 
of  houses.  New  combined  supplies  for  groups  of  houses  at  Aconbury  and 
Much  Birch  are  strongly  urged. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  were  made  in  1905. 
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Manv  of  them  require  frequent  inspection.  Most  of  the  milk  produced 
is  consumed  in  Hereford. 

Slaughter-houses. — They  are  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  and  have  suffi- 
cient water  supplies. 

It  is  considered  that  powers  should  be  applied  for  to  enable  such  premises 
to  be  registered  and  controlled  by  bye-laws.  Recently  the  Council  have 
decided  to  do  so. 

Common  Lodging-houses  and  Offensive  Trades. — There  are  none  in  the 
district. 

Blacksmiths’  Shops. — Kept  much  better  than  formerly.  Appropriate 
cards  for  lime-washing  are  supplied. 

Bakehouses. — They  are  structurally  good. 

Hop-pickers. — Bye-laws  regulating  the  housing  of  hop-pickers  are  in 
force  in  the  district,  and  their  adoption  has  been  the  means  of  improving  the 
conditions  under  which  the  pickers  are  housed. 

There  are  24  hop-yards  in  the  district,  in  which  foreign  pickers  are 
employed. 

Tents  and  Vans. — Bye-laws  were  made  in  1912. 

Sehools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  considered  to  have  improved 
during  the  past  few  years. 

Several  have  still  attached  to  them  offensive  privies. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Negotiations  have  taken  place  between  the  District  Council  and  the 
Ledbury  Rural  and  Urban  District  Councils  with  a view  to  letting  out  beds 
to  the  latter  on  certain  terms. 

A note  on  the  Permissive  Powers  adopted  by  the  Council  follows.  There 
is  also  a statement  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


KINGTON.

Housing. 

There  are  1,1  SO  houses,  of  which  700  are  working-class  dwellings.  It  is 
considered  that  there  is  no  shortage  of  houses,  and  no  overcrowding  other 
than  of  a temporary  character. 

It  is  reckoned  that  there  are  no  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  which 
are  not  and  cannot  be  made  fit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  found  difficult 
to  get  labour  for  repairs.  Orders  were  issued  for  repairs  in  24  cases  and 
in  eight  no  action  was  called  for — in  connection  with  32  inspections  under 
the  Housing  Act. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  two  disposal  works  (broad  irrigation)  which  serve  the  two  village 
communities — Pembridge  and  E-ardisley — are  both  working  satisfactorily. 
In  the  smaller  hamlets  each  house  disposes  of  its  own  sewage,  and  few  nuisances 
arise. 

Privy  pits  and  dry  earth  closets  largely  prevail,  and  these  are  maintained 
much  more  efficiently  than  formerly. 
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Water  Supply. 

Throughout  the  district  this  has  been  under  constant  observation,  and 
generally  speaking,  is  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  four  villages  there  are 
supplies  by  stand  pipes. 

In  Pembridge  one  deep  well  water  was  found  to  Ije  of  unsatisfactory 
quality,  and  the  well  was  closed.  1 1 

There  are  no  polluted  streams. 

Supervised  Premises. 

The  various  premises  calling  for  periodical  inspection  have  been  found 
in  a satisfactory  condition 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  10  registered  dairies  and  no  milk  U 
sent  away.  Constant  inspection  is  carried  out  as  to  cleanliness  and  general 
compliance  with  the  regulations.  No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year 

Bakehouses. — There  are  four,  and  have  been  inspected  frequently.  Any 
suggestions  made  are  readily  carried  out. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  three  in  all.  There  are  no  bye-laws  for 
their  control.  They  are  constantly  inspected  and  are  satisfactory.  No 
action  in  regard  to  them  has  been  necessary. 

Permissive  Powers. 

No  local  Acts.  The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  has  been 
adopted.

Schools. 

There  are  14  schools  in  the  district.  Five  have  water  supplied  by  stand 
pipes,  eight  from  wells  by  pumps,  and  one  from  a public  well  near  to  School . 

The  closets  in  use  are  either  earth  privies  or  pail  closets.  No  water 
carriage  system  is  in  use. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  were  20  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  Brilley  and  Eardisley  parishes 
The  infection  was  introduced  from  outside  the  district. 

One  case  was  sent  to  the  Joint  Hospital,  and  two  other  cases  died.

Housing. 

A scheme  has  been  adopted,  which  provides  for  the  erection  of  1'  ■> 
houses  within  three  years.

Frequent  repairs  are  found  necessary  to  keep  them  habitable,  and  m.

The  general  characters  of  the  defects  are  defective  roofs,  floors,  window-, 
dampness,  dilapidated  privies,  drains,  and  inadequate  water  supplies.

Dampness  from  defects  in  construction,  bait  -windows,  bad  walls  and 
■ dilapidated  privies,  untrapped  drains  amt  xnadequa'te  water  supplies 
'•  prevailing  defects.  Defects  in  73  instances  have  been  remedied  under 
t 1 Health  Acts,  and  one  under  the  Eanusing  Acts.  Labour  and 

*■' :;«*U  are  scarce. 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  residential  houses  have  water  -closets  with  either  cesspools,  land 
treatment,  or  direct  discharge  into  watercourses.  This  is  a distinct  dan  •— 
to  water  supplies  derived  from  shallow  wells. 

Generally,  privies  prevail. 

Water  Supply. 

In  one  or  two  instances  water  is  piped  from  neighbouring  hills  to 
groups  of  houses. 

Otherwise  the  supply  is  from  shallow  wells  on  the  premises  of  the 
inhabitants. 

In  about  a third  of  the  houses  in  the  district  there  is  no  water  supply 
on  the  premises. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Orders  have  been  adopted  and  are  now  in  force.  A considerable 
quantity  of  the  milk  is  sent  outside  the  County,  but  most  of  it  is  absorbed 
by  the  Dinmore  Cheese  Factory. 

Slaughter-houses. — They  require  frequent  inspection.  Urban  powers 
have  been  granted  with  respect  to  these  premises,  but  bye-laws  have  not 
yet  been  adopted. 

There  is  one  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district,  and  it  is  suitably  constructed. 
Common  Lodging-houses. — There  are  none  in  the  district. 

Hop-pickers. — Bye-laws  for  the  decent  lodging  and  accommodation 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  picking  of  hops,  fruit  and  vegetables  are  now  in 
force.  This  has  been  followed  by  improved  conditions. 

Bakehouses. — A card  is  hung  up  in  each  giving  an  extract  from  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  ensuring  greater  cleanliness. 

Schools. 

In  some  of  the  schools  the  sanitary  conditions  are  excellent. 

Others  have  been  improved. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  available  for  the  district. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  under  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

A note  on  Permissive  Powers  follows,  and  an  account  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  given.

A Scheme,  adopted  ^farch,  1920,  provides  for  60  houses — 20  as  early 
as  practicable  and  40  within  three  years. 

There  is  no  crowding  of  houses  on  area,  but  in  35  houses  there  is  over- 
crowding present. 

In  October,  1919,  there  were  220  houses  needing  repair. 

The  prevalent  defects  are  dampness,  defective  roofs,  ceilings,  floors, 
windows,  no  store  for  food,  dilapidated  privies,  drains,  and  inadequate  water 
supplies. 

There  are  no  building  bye-laws  in  force. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  is  a combined  system  of  drainage  in  the  parish  of  Weobley,  also 
in  Staunton-on-Wye. 

Elsewhere  the  drainage  discharges  into  roadside  ditches,  a practice 
which  should  be  discontinued. 

Earth  closets  are  on  the  increase. 

Water  Supply. 

There  are  combined  water  supplies  (by  stand  pipe)  in  Letton  and 
Staunton  Parishes. 

The  general  source  in  the  district  is  mostly  shallow  wells  of  the  dry 
steyned  type. 

It  is  considered  important  that  springs  and  dip  wells  by  the  roadside 
should  be  properly  protected  from  pollution. 

The  provision  of  a Combined  Supply  for  the  Village  of  Weobley  is  strongly 
urged. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — A systematic  and  sustained  inspection  of  cow- 
sheds is  considered  necessary. 

No  milk  is  sent  out  of  the  district.  It  is  considered  very  desirable  that 
regulations  under  the  .Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Jlilkshops  Orders  should  be 
adopted. 

Slaughter-houses. — There  are  five  in  the  district,  and  are  kept  in  a fairly 
good  condition.  The  adoption  of  bye-laws  is  urged. 

Lodging-houses. — The  one  house  of  this  class,  situated  in  the  parish  of 
Weobley,  is  better  kept  than  formerly,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improve- 
ment. It  ought  to  be  closed. 

Bakehouses. — The  public  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  kept  cleaner  than 
formerly.  A card  is  placed  in  each  giving  regulations  as  to  limewashiug. 

Hop-pickers'  Quarters. — Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  such  are  in  force. 

It  is  considered  that  the  conditions  existing  are  an  improvement  on 
former  years. 

Schools. 

Improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  of 
late  years.  At  some  the  conversion  of  privy  pits  to  earth  closets  is 
desirable. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

A small  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  association  with  Staunton-on-Wv 
School  was  controlled,  by  isolation  of  contacts. 

An  agreement  exists  between  the  Council  and  the  Hereford  Run! 
District  Council  for  the  isolation  of  cases  at  their  hospital  at  Stretton  Sugwj.^ 

A note  on  Bye-laws.  Adoptive  Acts,  etc.,  and  an  account  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector's  work  are  given.

Housing. 

A Scheme  has  been  adopted  for  the  erection  of  20  houses — to  be  extended 
if  required. 

There  are  three  cases  of  overcrowding,  none  of  which  can  be  remedied 
at  present. 

Houses  are  allowed  to  get  out  of  repair,  and  the  general  standard  is 
low.  The  general  defects  found  are  low  roofing,  small  window  space,  bad 
ventilation  and  dampness.  Minor  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
by  owners. 

No  building  bye-laws  are  in  force. 

Under  the  Housing  Acts,  300  houses  have  been  inspected,  but  no  further 
action  taken. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  is  no  system  of  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  in  the  district. 
Sewage  disposal  is  carried  out  by  the  occupiers. 

Water  closets  are  only  found  in  the  larger  houses. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  occupiers.  Where  this  is  neg- 
lected, the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  given  warnings. 

Water  Supply. 

This  is  by  wells,  springs,  and  in  some  parts  from  streams. 

There  has  been  a shortage  of  water  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer. 
Contamination  by  surface  pollution  is  possible. 

No  pollution  of  streams  has  been  reported. 

Supervised  Premises. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Supply  of  milk  has  been  adequate  and  of  good 

quality. 

Slaughter-houses. — The  only  one  in  the  district  has  been  visited  and 
found  in  good  order. 

Common  Lodging-houses  and  Offensive  Trades. — There  are  none  in  the 
district. 

Schools. 

Schools  have  been  closed  on  account  of  epidemics  from  time  to  time. 
There  is  no  water  supply  at  Garway  School. 
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Infections  Disease. 

The  methods  employed  following  notification  are  explained,  as  also  the 
use  of  disinfectants. 

No  hospital  accommodation  for  such  cases  exists  either  in  the  district 
or  outside  of  it. 

Antitoxin  for  Diphtheria  is  supplied  under  order  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board.

No  milk  is  sent  out  of  the  area.

Slaughter-houses. — The  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  are  fairly  satis- 
factorily kept. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — Bye-laws  have  been  adopted  for  the  control 
of  such  premises. 

Schools. 

Burrington  School  is  still  badly,  in  need  of  a water  supply. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases 
other  than  small-pox. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  inspector  at  the  termination  of  the 
ulness.
